At the direction of the President, a memorandum to the President 
from the Secretaries of State and Defense and the Director for 
Mutual Security, and its attached report on the subject, sub- 
mitted pursuant to NSC Action No. 668, was transmitted as 
NSC l4l for the consideration of the NSC. Appendices, which 
were of assistance to the Steering Committee in reaching the 
conclusions contained in NSC i4l, have been circulated separate- 
ly by the reference memo of January 23, through members of the 
Senior NSC Staff as supplementary data in connection with the 
re-examination.
